The resumption of negotiations for a 
new Anglo-Italian commercial agreement 
has been Aer! for general international 
uncertainty, but it is believed that they 
will. be re-opened in the very near future, 
and already inquiries are being made re- 
garding the’ shipment of coal to Italian 
ports. Since the stoppage by Britain of 
shipment of German coal from continental 
ports to Italy, arrangements havé been 
made for the carriage of coal by rail, 
but it is estimated that under the most 
favourable circumstances not more than 
ten per cent. of Italian requirements can 
be carried by rail from Germany. The 
merits of British coal are well recognised 
in ‘Italy, and many consumers would 

refer it, even though the cost may he 

igher. ‘Political considerations must be 

taken into account, and as soon as theso 
are clear there should be little difficulty 
in arranging a commercial treaty 
| @dvantageous to both countries.
